An Enterprising Firm 


The Great West Lumber Co. have 
récently spent a lot of money in 
remodelling their saw mill, and are 
now running daily, with 115 men on 
the pay roll. This is a great thing 
for the city, for, in addition to the 
men employed at the mill, there are 
some 30 men at the camp. 

The machine shop at the mill has 
two screw-fitting laths, power drill, 
hand drill, power pipe cutter, shaper 
and grinder. 

There is also a large blacksmith 
shop with forge and general fittings. 
The engine room has g pair of Cross 
Cempound Whelock enzines of 300 
horse power for driving the mill; 
also a Robb Armstrong engine, Tan- 
dem Compound, of 150 horse power, 
and a generator of 100 K.W. which 
drives the planing mill. Another 
small generator, used for lighting, a 
12 K.W. machine, is connected with 
an upright Climax emzine. 

The boilers, three in number, are 
78 feet in diameter and 18 feet Jong, 
by Boldie &, McCulloch, of 
Galt, Ontario, and have in connec- 
tion fecd water, heater, feed pump, 
and hollow blast grates. There is 
also a 150 horse power, plain side, 
vaive engine, uscd for running the 
ganz and Baird & MecKenzie’s fac- 
tory. In another shop there are two 
hand and two automatic grinders for 
saws, swazes, snapers and stretchers. 

The saw mill itself is 200 feet long, 
having some 70 belts running on 
drums and wheels on the ground 
floor, one of the belts measuring 130 


feet. There is a very large conveyor, 


which is fed by smaller conveyors, 
and finally carries th’ whole of ‘the 
debris to the fires under the boilers.

They are 
thn rolled on to a roll-off wagon 
and taken to the yard ready for 
sale. It is estimated that 100 logs 
are taken from the water and placed 
as finished boards in the yard in one 
hour.

THE “BIG INTERESTS” AND THE 


OTTAWA 


LIBERALS 


(Calgary News-Telegram) 

Some time ago the information 
was sent out from Ottawa that the 
main cause of the Laurier opposition 
to the Borden naval programme was 
engendered by the big steel interests 
of the maritime provinces, the heads 
of which were noi only _ bitterly 
fighting the proposition from y busi- 
ness standpoint, but were actually 
financing the fight in the house of 
commons which. was being put up by 
the Liberal forces against the naval 
bill. 

The story was undoubtedly taken 
with a good deal of reserve 
when it was first published, 
but in yesterday’s dispatches there 
appears corroborative evidence of 
such q nature that there is now little 
reason to doubt that tha ‘big ‘inter- 
ests’’ in the steel trade are making 
liberal donations to the Laurier 
party campaign funds in order to 
defcat the Borden naval scheme. 

People not ¢onversant with the 
facts might ask why this concern, on 
the part of the “big steel interests?’’ 
The reason is not difficult to ascer- 
tain when it is mentioned that in 
the commons on Tuesday, Mr. Car- 
roll, a prominent liberal member 
from Nova Seotia, and one of the 
chief obstructionists, further added 
to the disorder which has marked 
the proceedings during the past few 
months by presenting a resolution 
to the effect that ‘‘all steel to be 
used in the construction of the 
Canadian battleships should be 
bought in Canada at current rates.” 

This on its face is a perfectly 
leritimate request, and, if there be 
one regret which this paper has be- 
cause of the building of Canada’s 
warships in Britain, it is because a 
considerable amount of money is to 
be lost in that way to Canadian 
industry. Indeed, we would rather 
see the Canadian government pay 
twenty-five per cent. higher for the 
construction of these ships if by so 
dving they could be built in Canada 
than save that amount by sending 
abroad. 

But it is quite plain that Mr. 


Carroll and his Laurier colleagues are 
not so much concerned about either 
the cost to the people of Canada or 
they are 
about ‘“‘the big interests’’ which are 


the ships themselves as 


financing the Liberal anti-campaign. 


For years Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 


his party not only protected these 


‘big interests,’’ but actually gave 


them a bounty on every ton of stecl 
made in Canada. This was _ later 
wiped out, and, when the 
government refused to restora the 
bounty on the products of these 
“big interests,’ they immediately be- 
gan to threaten the life of that 
government. The naval scheme 
afforded a splendid opportunity, and 
for the last few months the money 
of the “big steel interests’ has ‘een 
behind the Laurier party in its fight 
against the Borden contribution, 
first, because the Conservative gov- 
ernment would not restore the boun- 
ty, and, secondly, because there was 
going to be no rake-off for the Cana- 
dian steel ‘‘interests’’ if the ships 
were built in Britain. . 

lf the opposition at Ottawa, head- 
ed by Pugsley, Macdonald, Carroll 
and various other politicians close 
to the steel ‘‘interests’’ were able to 
defeat the Borden government, the 
bounty would sot only be restored, 
but there would be considerable do- 
nations added to the Grit campaign 
funds as well. Thus the ‘‘steel ‘inter- 
ests’’ have been spending money in 
their own “‘interests’’ and the ‘‘in- 
terests’’ of the Liberal party, with 
the idea of not only defraying the 
expense, but getting away with a 
whole lot more besides. 

A nice little game, no doubt; and 
one which the farmers of Western 
Canada should acquaint themselves 
with before the next election, when 


the same Liberals who are.now put- 


ting up a fight by reason of the 
financial backing of the “big steel 
interests’’ will be on hand in Alber- 
ta with the usual tirade against the 
“‘big interests’’ of the east. Slowly 
but surely the mask is being remov- 
ed from the Laurier-Pugsley braxd of 
patriotic Liberalism.

Synopsis o dian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 


ta. The applicant must appear iny 


person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brothor or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3:00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
tequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Lite Story of 
Captain Scott 


The late Captain Robert Falcon 
Scott, R. N., C. V. O., the leader of 
the British Antarctic expedition, wab 
born at Devonport, the famous naval 


station on the south coast of England, 
on June 6, 1868. He was the son of 
the late John Edward Scott of Devon- 
port. He was educated at Stabbing- 
ton House, Fareham. He entered the 
British navy at the age of fourt:en, 
and five years later became a lieu- 
tenunt on the Rover and later on the 
Amphion. In 1898 he was promoted 
to be torpedo lieutenant of the flag- 
ship Majestic of the channel squad- 
ron. In 1899 he was made first leu- 
tenant and in the following year he 
was gazetted commander. 


First Expedition 


In 1901 he was chosen to lead the 
British expedition to the Antarctic, 
which occupied him until 1904, at the 
close of which he was made captain 
and a companion of the Victorian Or- 
der, as a token of King Edward's 
appreciation of his services in explor- 
ation and scientific research. He 
was also elected a fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society. The medals of 
the Royal Geographical Society the 
Scottish Royul Geographical Society 
and the American, Swedish, Danish 
Philadelphia and Autwerp Geograph- 
ical Societies were also conferred on 
him for this expedition, and the uni- 
versities of Manchester and Cam- 
bridge conferred on him the honor- 
ary degree of Doctor of Science. 


Shackleton With Him Once 


Capt. Scott’s earlier attempt at 
polar exploration was made on the 
ship Discovery, a Dundee wooden 
boat of 700 tons, liberally financed 
by the British government. One o! 
the officers under Capt. Scott in this 
expedition was Lieut. Shackleton, 
R. N. R., now Sir Ernest Shackle 
ton, whose experiences with that ex 
pedition paved the way for his ‘Far 
thest South” expedition five year. 
later. He explored more than 400 
miles of the Great Antarctic Barrier, 
a wider stretch than any other Ant- 
arctic explorer. 

Sailing from New Zealand = on 
Christmas Eve, 1901, the Discovery 
ran down to the Great Antarctic Bar 
rier, which Borchgrevink’s expeditior 
had noted thirty miles south o 
where it was recorded by the Ros: 


expedition in 1842. Scott confirmec 
Borchgrevink’s findings, but Scot 
discovered, where Ross had notec 


only an “appearance,” a wide stretc 
of country, which he named Kin; 
Edward VII. Land. 

Went South on Sledges 

The discovery was laid up in Me- 
Murdo Sound, in latitude 77 degrees 
cast, and exploration was started on 
sledges. The outward journey of 380 
miles to latitude 82 degrees and 17 
minutes south, occupied  fifty-nine 
days. A little further south two 
peaks, Mount Markham and Mount 
Longstaff, named after the chief pro- 
moters of the expedition, were sight- 
ed. On Nov. 30, Capt. Scott discover- 
ed a distance of 300 miles westward 
from the ship, reaching latitude 77 
degrees 59 minutes south, and longi- 
tude 146 degrees 33 minutes east. 

On Christmas Day, Capt. Scott re- 
turned to the Discovery, and cn 
Jan. 5th, 1904, the Terra Nova, the 
ship with which Capt. Scott made his 
last Antarctic expedition, arrived, 
with orders for an immediate return, 
even at the cost of abandoning the 
Discovery. The expedition ship, 
however, broke loose from the {ce on 
Feb. 16th, and Capt. Scott had the 
satisfaction of taking her home in 
good order. 

In 1908 Capt. Scott married Miss 
Kathleen Bruce, daughter of the late 
Canon Lloyd Bruce. He was ihe 
author of “The Voyage of the Dis- 
covery,” published in 1905. He was 
a member of the Naval and Military 
and the Marlborough Clubs, and lived 
at 174 Buckingham Palace _ road, 
S. W., London. 


POLAR TRAGEDIES 


Sir John Franklin, of the English 
navy, in 1845-1848, seeking the north- 
west passage, lost his ships, the Ere- 
bus and the Terror, off King William 
Land and starved and froze to death 
with 128 men, forming the crews of 
both ships. 

Captain George Washington De 
Long, U.S. navy, in 1879-1881, seeking 
the North Pole, lost his vessel, the 
Jeannette, off Siberia and then per- 
ished near the mouth of the Lena river 
with twenty of his thirty-two men, 

Lieutenant Adolphus Washington 
Greely, U.S.A., in 1881-1884, in polar 
research around Lady Franklin Bay, 
was not found by relief ships and lost 
eighteen of his twenty-four men by 
starvation and disease at a winter 
-hut at Cape Sabine. 

Salomon Auguste Andree, of 
Sweden, in 1897, seeking passage to 
the North Pole by balloon, disap- 
| peared into the north from Spitzber- 
gen and was lost, with two com- 
panions. 

Mylius Erichsen, of Denmark, in 
1907, charted the northeast corner of 
Greenland and perished with two 
companions while trying to get back 
to his base of supplies. 

Captain Robert Falcon Scott and 
four companions, after visiting the 
South Pole in January, 1912, perished 
in a blizzard while returning north in 
March, 1912, within eleven miles from 
!One Ton Depot. They had run out 
lof fuel and provisions.

Naval Bill Passed 
By 33 Majority 


FINAL DIVISION TOOK PLACE THURSDAY NIGHT 


FOR $35,000,000 


Ottawa, May 16.—The naval bill,'get the floor to move 
introduced in the house of commons ‘ment, but the speaker recognized ithe 


on December 5th last, was finally 
disposed of by the house of com- 
mons at half-past eleven o'clock last 
night, when it received its third 
reading and was passed on to the 
senate. : 

There were two separate votes tak- 
en in quick succession, the first being 
on the final amendment of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier that the bill be given 
six months’ hoist.

The 
bottles had been in his possession all 
the time since purchasing, and had 
not been opened or tampered with, 
because he wished to bring them 
intact into court. He could not say 
if that was the trademark of J. & 
F. Martell, but the name. of Martell 
was g sufficient trademark in itself. 

James Gow, manager of the Liquor 
Dept. of the Hudson Bay Co. of 
Calgary, said he had spent practi- 
cally all his life in the liquor trade. 
He said he only knew of one Mar- 
tell firm, the J. & F. Martell, and 
if anyone asked him for a bottle of 
Martell, he would consider that they 
were asking for the J. &. F. Mar- 
tell. He had never seen any other 
than the Blue Label on the genuine | 
bottle of Martell produced, and 
pointcd out that the corks were also 
stamped with the Three Stars. In 
regard to the brandy in the bottles, 
jthere was not much difference in ‘the 
color; if any, the genuine Marteil 
was a little the brighter, There 
would have to be an analytical test 
to prove as to whether the brandies 
were the same grade or not. 

Mr. kxlmundson, the counsel for the 
prosecution, asked that the case 
should be taken to a higher court. 
There was a difference of opinion of 
the counsel on this question. Justice 
Wallace said he did not see on what

The witnesses and details in these 
two cases were identical with the 
first case, and were'accepted as such. 

Mr. Arnold addressed the — bench, 
and said that he had bought Hen- 
nessey brandy in bulk, and had it ‘at 
the present time in his store, but 
did not intend to bottle any more 
of it, as he had not got the written 
consent of the firm to place the 
label upon the bottle. He said that 
what he had done, had been done in- 
nocently, and not with any intention 
of defrauding the public. 

H. Edmundson, the prosecuting 
solicitor, said that he had no feel- 
ing against Mr. Arnold, and imputed 
no charge of fraud against him = on 
these two charges ; but he was there 
to do his duty on behalf of the firms 
of Hennessy and Martell who had

AID TO AGRICULTURE. 

For the first time the Federal Gov- 
ernment is giving substantial assist- 
ance to agriculture. A sum of $10,- 
000,000 has been voted for thiis pur- 
pose, in face of the obstructive tac- 
tics of the Liberals. One of the first 
questions to be taken up is the 
development of the live stock indus- 
try in the West. For this purpose a 
large sum has been set aside, and an 
active campaign ¢ommenced. Other 
branches of agriculture will _ receive 
assistance, and this greater Canadian 
industry will be placed on a more 
scientific and remunerative basis. 

REDUCTION OF DUTIES. 

Although the Liberal Senate has 
blocked a revision of the tariff, the 
Government's intentions have been 
shown in two important cases.4 When 
a cement famine arose in the West 
the Government cut the cement duties 
in two. The only opposition to this 
was that of the cement manufactur- 
ers and the ‘“low-tariff’ Liberals.

BANK ACT. 

The intentions of the late Govern- 
ment regarding the revision of the 
Bank Act were shown by Mr. Field- 
ing’s bill. It was practically a re- 
newal of the present Bank Act. 
Under the Conservative revision a 
rigid inspection has been secured, the 
directors are now made liable and 
greater freedom in making loans to 
farmers is allowed. Other important 
reforms have been made. The con- 
trast between the work of the two 
Governrents could not be shown 
better than in Hon. Mr. Fielding’s 
proposed Bank Act, and the act 
which Hon. Mr. White has success- 
fully carried through Parliament. 
What is even more significant was 
the policy of leading Liberals on thee 
Banking Committee. A. Ik. MacLean 
and E. W. Nesbitt were always found 
allied with corporations and oppos- 
ing reform, while the real reformers 
were such Conservatives as Nickle, 
McCurdy, Sharpe and others. 

OTHER LEGISLATION. 

A forward step has been taken to- 
ward securing a better system of 
agricultural eredits and the investi- 
gation of the ocean freight rates. 
Unfortunately a revision of the tariff 
has been blocked by the Liberal 
Senate, but another session of Par- 
liament will see this accomplished .in 
spite of this irresponsible body. 
Effective naval aid to the Empire is 
in sight, and closer union of the 
various Dominions is certain. The 
burial of reciprocity has been one of 
the chief events, and few mourners 
followed the corpse to the grave.
